parents in Lisbon. 
The mother of 
the dead man is in a critical con­ 
dition from shock and her recovery 
seems in doubt. 
Thomas Prosser, ac 
com panled 
by 
his son-dn-law, Fred 
Davis, will go to Cleveland Sunday 
morning to meet the body of his son, 
wfc ch is being brought back to .Ohio 
by a Mr. Miller, of Seattle, who was 
with him when the tragedy occurred. 
Until the funeral party arrives in 
Lsbon at 9 o ’clock Sunday night the 
full details of the murder may not 
be earned. 
Mrs. Fred Davis, sister 
of the dead man, who fainted when 
told of his death and who has been 
in a serious condition since, is report­ 
ed to be recovering slowly from the 
shock. 
Mrs, 
Prosser is 
under arrest 
at 
Libby, Mont., near the point where 
he shooting occurred. 
Although the shooting occurred in 
a crowded Pullman qar, there were 
no witnesses, so far as it now known, 
and it was not until after the tram 
had pulled out of Libby station that 
the body was discovered propped up 
in the seat and apparently still read­ 
ing the nyagazine which lay open in 
Prosser's lap. 
The train was stopped at the next, 
telegraph station and 
word of the 
»hooting sent back to Libby, w fere 
Mrs, Prosser had left the train. She 
was at once arrested. 
Only meager details of the shoot­ 
ing have reached this city. 
The fact
